Current So Swift That No Aid Can 


Be Given to the Victims—Eleven 
Men 
Drown In Bristol, Conn.— 


Workers On a Bridge Killed—The 
Structure 
Falls While Men Are 


Strengthening It. 
New York, Feb. 7—The Raritan 
river has overflowed its banks, and 
Boandbrook, N. 
J., is 
under 
ten 
feet of water. 
Many residences have 
been carried away. Fire in the lumber 
district of the plaoe adds to the hor­ 
ror. 
Many lives are reported lost 
The swiftness of the current defies aid 
for 
the 
viotima. 
The loss 
of

may reach into the hundreds. 
Bristol, Conn., Feb. 7.—The New Eng­ 
land railroad bridge over the Pequobuck 
river between this town and Forestville 
was swept away last night and eleven 
workmen 
who 
were 
engaged 
in 
strengthening 
the 
structure 
were 
drowned in the swollen stream. It had 
rained incessantly all day, and 
the 
melting of snow to 
the 
northward 
caused a freshet. The river, which is 
usually a quiet little stream, became by 
nightfall a rushing torrent of waters. 
Ice piled against the bridge ten feet 
thick, and big gangs of men were called 
out to break it up, with the hopes of 
saving the structure. 
At about 7 
o’clock a passenger train passed over 
the bridge bound for Forestville, twenty 
miles east. As the locomotive reached 
the center of the bridge the engineer 
felt that it was sinking under the train, 
and, pulling wide the throttle, the en­ 
gine spurted and the cars were pulled 
across in time to avert disaster. 
For several weeks a force of men has 
been at work on the old bridge, and it 
was to he replaced by one of stone on 
Sunday. 
Trains have had orders to 
run slow over it since work was com­ 
menced, and yesterday it sagged dan­ 
gerously when the 
passenger 
train 
passed over it. A work train with forty 
bridge repairers was sent from East 
Hartford and arrived here at 8 o’clock. 
The train was on the bridge, and twenty 
men were engaged in taking out bolts 
and spikes and putting up the rails, 
when, without a moment’s warning, it 
collapsed, throwing them all into the 
river. The river makes a sharp turn 
just above this point, and, being filled 
to overflowing by the heavy rain, it 
was very wild, and the greatest diffi­ 
culty was encountered in attempting the 
rescue. Four men were dragged ashore 
and resuscitated and several 
others 
were pulled out of the swift 
torrent 
while battling against it to no avail. 
The first report that thirty-six had been 
drowned brought hundreds to the scene 
from this and surrounding towns, and 
It was midnight when the foreman had 
accounted for twenty-nine of hi6 crew. 
Eleven are thus known to have lost 
their lives, and there is a possibility 
that others who were watching 
the 
workmen "were swept away with the 
bridge and drowned. 


Rtngfl Gale Raced Thursday All 
the Atlantic Coast. 
New York, Feb. 7.—The storm of rain 
and wind which began Wednesday 
night was the most severe that has 
visited this locality for many months. 
At times Thursday the wind blew at the 
rate of seventy-two miles an hour, and 
nothing like its wild swoop up Broad­ 
way and through the long avenues has 
been seen in this city for years. 
At 
least a dozen people were taken to their 
homes or hospitals by patrol wagons, 
suffering from cuts and bruises inflicted 
by flying timbers and umbrellas. The 
storm was especially severe in West­ 
chester county .and caused several wash­ 
outs along the railroad lines. It seems 
to have been general over New York, 
New Jersey, and New England. In Con­ 
necticut the storm was terrific. At Wa­

The 
new Indian schools in South Dakota 
are provided for at $50,000 for both, and 
an appropriation of $225,000 is inserted 
for the payment of the Ogden Land 
Company of New York. 


Tame Session In the House. 
Washington, Feb. 7.—The senate free 
coinage substitute for the house bond 
bill was debated five hours in the house 
Thursday afternoon and for three hours 
at the night session.

A traveling man had a narrow escape. 
He was taking orders in the saloon a t 
the time, and a bullet penetrated his 
coat and vest and became imbedded ill 
the skin immediately over his heart. 
The town is in a state of great excite­ 
ment. The dead lie in front of the sa*- 
loon, awaiting the action of the au­ 
thorities. The murderer or murderers 
barricaded themselves inside the sa­ 
loon, and the friends of the murdered 
men made the scene one of terror. Thejf 
attempted to break in, while the women 
cried and moaned in unison. They were 
nearly all Hungarians. Alonzo Dobbins 
has the credit of breaking in and mak- 
ng the arrests. The desperate charac­ 
ter and marksmanship of the men made 
them much feared. Four men are under 
arrest, the saloonkeeper being by many 
the suspected one. His name is Joseph 
Maaritik. 
The peaceable citizens of that part of 
the town are terribly excited and blams 
the multiplicity of saloons for the trou­ 
ble. The place is close to the Standard 
Oil works, and the number of Hungari­ 
ans, Slavs and Poles who live here and 
work for the great plant are a nuisance 
and a terror by reason of their free use 
of firearms. They don’t always shoot to 
dll, as they did in this instance. 
The people are blaming the authori­ 
ties for allowing them to carry fire­ 
arms. Citizens are patrolling the town. 
anxious for the safety of their families* 
There are rumors of an uprising of the 
murdered men’s friends, and it may oc­ 
cur at any moment.

Dam Breaks and Inundates Part of Mor­ 
ristown, N. J. 
Morristown, N. J., Feb. 7.—The dam 
at Pocahontas Lake broke last night 
and all the lower part of this city was 
inundated. So far as is known no lives 
have been lost, although twenty-five 
persons are missing. 
All the day the melting snow had 
swollen the streams and poured into 
the lake, which is a mile and a half long 
by three-quarters of a mile wide. It was 
covered by eight inches of ice, and tho 
whole was held in check by the frailest 
and flimsiest wooden dams.

Although it has many weak points It 
la a long stride in the right direction 
and we trust is a stepping stone 
for 
other and’better laws. In Rook county 
more of the towns are working under 
th e new law and the improved condit 
ion of the highways are very marked. 
b a t in a large portion of the state, 
however, are practically under the old 
law, with old results. 
O What is needed is a change th at wil 
produce permanency of good qualities 
in the highway, and not something 
which at best shall only be a tem poi 
ary makeshift, was the basic principle 
of our early and in fact I might Bsy 
our only road 
law, the one under 
which we have been working, or per­ 
haps a better word would ba playing 
for nearly sixty years, with the re­ 
sults that in many places the high­ 
ways are not aa good as when civi­ 
lized men wrested them from the fol­ 
lowers of Black Hawk. 
They started 
us a monument to cur short sighted 
folly, & stretch of sand or an inviting 
hog wallow, a terror and an insult to 
th e teamster and the traveling public, 
whoso chief utility would seem to 
be to divide the broad acres of A to 
the broader ones of B and not for a 
public thoroughfare. 
It is a self 
evident fact, that in a 
section pos­ 
sessing good roads, there is greater 
business activity than in 
ODO where 
Hopkins are tauen to smooth down 
inequality of surface, cut away hills, 
All in low places, build solid ana 
perm anent bridges or look to the in­ 
terest of the community by displaying 
th e same degree of enterprise in the 
way of road making they would in 
any josher Hue of business, losing 
sight of the fact th at no investment 
w ill pay as large a dividend as a tax 
for good roads if the money is judic­ 
iously used. 
, M aks T h ree L oads o f One. 
It pays in satisfaction, it pays in a 
Baviug on wages and teams, in saving 
o f time, as you are oftentimes com­ 
pelled to make two or even three trips 
to market to draw w hat would be a 
ligh t load, on a macadamized road, 
And last but by no means least, tho en­ 
hanced value of lane adjoining 6uch a 
road would doubly pay the investment. 
Perhaps there are some who may 
doubt the soundness of this assertion, 
And say we lack the proof. 
Let me say it has been tried in al­ 
most hundreds of cases, and in no one 
instance has it failed to produce such 
effect, and I am informed by a gentle­ 
m an residing in the eastern part of the 
state, that laud lying contiguous to 
the proposed Sheridan’s drive, has ma­ 
terially advanced in price in some in­ 
stances, enough to make quite a pay­ 
m ent toward the improvement.

Admitting

better 
roads, and we think the most fossilized 
old fogies we have will not argue that 
we are wrong; the only controversy is 
In the mode of application, and if we 
have seventy millions of population it 
woald seem that we havo nearly as 
many ideas as what should or should 
not be done, from these that would 
boud the 
state, county and town 
to those 
like 
Micawbar, 
sit 
by 
the wayside, waiting for something 
to turn uo, or when good roads, like 
tho gospel, can be had without money 
or without price. 
Few people take a correct view of 
th e actual profit to farmers and busi­ 
ness in general, of good roads, or how 
much they could afford to pay for 
them.

To bring about this result it would 
not be needful to bond your town or 
even impose burdensome tuxes. 
Put 
the best men you havo at the head of 
your road commission, commence at 
your city limits and work into the 
country, having the tax payer peiform 
tho labor if he so elects, suFj ct to the 
same rules that govern other labor, 
and my word for it, it would bo but a 
few years until Rock county roads 
would be models for the world.

matters not what principle or what 
material we use in the construction of 
roads, so long as the narrow tire 
reigns supremo. 
Were it bu It cf ada­ 
mant and coated with steel, it would 
givo way before this fell destroyer, 
which must be banished from the face 
cf the earth before we reach the acme 
of success in good roads. 
Not only 
exempt tho broad tiro from taxation, 
but make it a states pri on cffeiue for 
drawing a load on a wagon with a tire 
of lesier width than four inches.
